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| weth Sathan, and diſproouecth his accu- 
ſations ; cv mg the m'quittes of his ele 6# 
to depart from them, and cleathmg them 
with change of raiment. 

And not Satan only, but cucn men 
alſo, tranſported with malice, or with 
preiudice,arcapt,ſecingthe infirmitics 
of Gods children, to charge thcir 
whole profeſsion with hypocrific, and 
to ſay, 1s not this thy feare, thy faith, thy 
patience, and the vprightnes of thy wates?
